on trial. The all-^white Jury ^uicUy returned another guilty 
verdict. Again, 5 aore years (this tiw reduced to probation). 

Froa the tiae the Federal officers arrested hia he was in* . 
prison until a generous friend in New York City put up $25,000 
collateral for his bail. Today he is free temporarily , but hf 
is not free froa the threat of years in prison, nor is he free 

froa continual harassaent and aore truaped-up charges. 

This is why your help is so urgently needed.

With regard io the consnentU^ in the pamphlet, Z would first 
say that in each of the instances mentioned Mr. Crow Dog was 
indicted on various charges by the appropriate authori^ 
and tried by a jury of his peers, Z certainly do not feel 
the claims, as set out, are valid. 

Hr. Crow Dog was sentenced on August 5, 1975, to 
terms of three years* and eight years* imprisonment for 
conviction on cheurges stemming from the assault, impeding 
and robbing of Postal Inspectors at Wounded Knee during the 
Indian takeover in 1973. Imprisonment was suspended and 
he was placed on probation for a term of five years, and on 
May'^, 1976, the conviction was upheld in the Court of Appeals^ 
In June, 1976, he filed for reduction of sentence and this 
. matter has not yet been resolved in the courts. 

' : i^ . The second incident mentioned in the pamphlet 
relates to Mr. Crow Dog's conviction in November, 1975, on 
charges that two Indian males were held against .their will ' 
at the^esldence of Mr. Crow Dog on the Rosebud Reservation 
and ttmt these two Indian males were badly beaten by a large 
group of individuals for a two-hour period. One of those 
beaten was hospitalised with a broken back, broken jaw and .
